Inactive Divisions. 
The Medical Secretary, Dr. Atrrep Cox, opened a d 
cussion on inactive Divisions and the question whether it was 
desirable in pvinciple that an inactive Divisien should be 
penalized in any way. The Representative Body had dis- 
cussed this subject, with no conclusive result. Inactivity was 
difficult to define. The only penalty at present was to amal, 
mate an inactive Division with Divisions more active, but this 
was only done in extreme cases, where the Division was not 
only inactive, but disorganized. Were he a member in a 
Division which was inactive, he would either make it active, 
or ‘‘cleay out ’’; he would not consider that he was getting 
full value for his Association subscription if his only return 
was the Journal, There were degrees in activity. Divisions 
which held an annual meeting and nothing clse must be 
accounted inactive; no Division could do its work by holding 
only one meeting a year. A Division must also be classed 
as inactive if it did not thoroughly discuss the Annual Report 
of Council. As for penalty, he would prefer rather that some 
means of stimulation should be suggested. But one suggestion 
before the Organization Committee was that inactive Divisions 
should be deprived ef the right of having a representative; 
in some cases this might not be deemed a penalty, but in 
others it might, and it was a curious fact that one or two 
Divisions which he would describe as inactive managed some 
how to be represented at the Annual Representative Meeting, 
Dr. H. W. Poorer (Chesterfield) said that the inactive 
Divisions were known to most, but it was difficult to decide 
what particular degree of inactivity deserved a penalty, and 4

goad. G. C. SrrarHamrn (Jamaica) considered it a wrong pro- 
cedure to apply ‘‘ surgical treatment ” to a Division obviously 
sick. It would be better to have some ‘* specialist, whcse 
duty it_ would be to go down and tone up the patient. Dr. 
H. S. BEADLES (Stratford) said that the best indication to the 
activity of a Division was its recogniticn by the lay bodies and 
the hospitals. Only, that day he had received two letters 
from different hospitals, one asking him to bring a certain 
matter before the profession in his Divisicnal area, and the 
cther to nominate a representative on the committee of a 
hospital which was changing its character. Dr. C. F. T. Scorr 
Metropolitan Counties Branch) said that his Branch always 
endeavoured to discover inactive Divisions and stimulate them ; 
he was against the imposition of penalties. With regard to 
what the last speaker had said, he referred to the example 
of the Willesden Division, which had taken successful action 
in local affairs affecting the profession, and had an advisory 
committee, which was consulted by the local authority. Dr. 
Morton MACKENZIE (Chairman of the Organization Committee), 
after repeating the expression of gratitule to the honorary 
secretaries which he had voiced at the Representative Meeting, 
and also his appreciaticn of the increase in scientific work done 
by the Divisions, said he believed the number of inactive 
Divisions was diminishing. Much depended — the secre- 
tary, and not a little upon the representative. He hoped that 
suggestions would be forthcoming from the present discussion 
which would be of service to the Organization Commit*ee. 
The Mepican SECRETARY, with regard to Dy. Stvrathairn’s 
vemarks, said that he had not dreamed of applying the same 
standard to oversea as to home Divisions. In South Africa 
there were members who spent three days in getting to a 
meeting, and three days in getting back. Dr. Strathairn had 
suggested sending down someone from the Central Office; but 
very often intervention from outside did more harm than good. 
He agreed with the view that there could be no hetter evidence 
f strength of a Division than the fact that it had influence 
with the local authorities. 

On the suggestion of Dr. C. F. T. Scorz, the negative pro- 
position, that it is not desirable to penalize Divisions for their 
inactivity, was put to the conference and carried. 


Propaganda Activities. 

Dr. R. Forses (Gateshead), a member of the Propaganda 
Subcommittee, gave an outline of the propaganda activities of 
the Association and the results therefrom. He said that the 
achievements of the Association were of such magnitude and 
importance as to have made the pam of the Association 
the envy of the world of organized prefessions. This success 
had been obtained as a result of continued hard work and 
serious application by the staff and many of the honorary 
officers, and the responsive action of the profession as a whole. 
Another factor which had greatly contributed to the result 
had been the “‘ ginger group,’’ whom he preferred to call the 
“honourable company of helpful critics..”” The Association 
had done, and was committed to, a great deal in the way of 
propaganda and recruitment of non-members so as to make its 
organization as strong and effective as possible. The diffi- 
culties of forging a chain so large as to encircle all the practi- 
tioners of the British Empire were realized, but he believed it 
possible to attain a still higher membership than at present by 
preaching a virile type of propaganda, which would appeal to 
men and women in the profession individually and collectively 
as something worthy of their support and adherence. This 
necessitated a large amount of voluntary work at the periphery, 
and such voluntary work, which had always been forthcoming, 
was a great source of strength to the Association. He pleaded, 
however, for greater subdivision of this work, and a more 
frequent change in the personnel of the representative and 
executive committees. The inactive Division operated against 
successful propagandist activities, and had a deteriorating in- 
fluence upon contiguous Divisions. Adverse critics most 
abounded in Divisions which were least active. He wanted 
to make it clear that local influences and the state of the 
local Division to a large extent dominated the recruitment, and 
whatever propaganda activities were undertaken centrally the 
could only be effective if they were followed up in the Divi- 
sions themselves, and there fully and finally completed. The 
Divisions and Branches were comparable to nerve endings, 
where the impulse from the centrolling centre was finally trans- 
mitted to the terminal units, and when there was a breakdown 
in continuity between the controlling agent and the distal 
unit it was diffieult or impossible to bring about a satisfactory 
response. Dr. Forbes went on to refer to the work among 
medical students and newly qualified practitioners. The results 
were exceedingly gratifying. In the Divisions and Branches

in school areas the percentage of newly Bex) joining within

a year after registration varied from per cent.—this 
highest’ percentage being in Wales. Every year a special 
recruiting letter was issued to non-members throughout the 
country, and was regularly reviewed in order to see whether 
it could be improved or modified in any way to make its 
appeal more direct and personal. Twice a year, in June and 
December, 5,000 copies of the Journal, together with an open 
letter to sanenedben, were issued to selected individuals, 
and the last issues resulted in addition to the numbers of 
516 new members. He had said enough to show that the 
Association was ready to do everything in its power to enlist 
within its ranks every medical practitioner possible. There was 
still much to be done, there were many who remained outside 
the fold, and others who had seceded, and he was quite sure 
that there was no other branch of Association work - which 
required more thought and perseverance than the spread of 
propaganda with a view to securing a united and organized 
pzvofession. 

The discussion on this subject was virtually a continuance 
of that on inactive Divisions. Dr. F. C. B. Girrines (Ports- 
mouth) said that in his Division the town council had looked 
to the hospital staff as the leaders of the local profession: 
it should have looked to the Divisions of the British Medical 
Association. Lately they had been asked to municipal functions 
as members of the Association, instead of as members of a 
hospital staff. Dr. F. J. speaking not as secretary, 
but as one closely in touch with the Southport Division, said 
that regular meetings were very important. It had always been 
possible in his Div.sion to arrange for an Association lecture. 
The social side also had been cultivated. A dance was got up, 
which resulted in £250 being handed to the Charities Funi. 
The secret of the success of that effort was in the appointment 
of a ladies’ committee. Dr. C. F. T. Scorr spoke of. the 
importance of personal visiting of newcomers in a district. 
He also mentioned the effort of the Metropolitan Counties 
Branch to entertain final-year students and the newly qualified 
on an occasion at the Association’s House. In reply to a 
question as to how, in a small district, ill-feeling could be 
allayed, the Mepican Secrerary said that nobody away from 
the spot could prescribe the right thing to do. This was an 
opportunity for a judicious secretary. is experience was that 
in nearly every area there was some person who had a strong 
moral influence. If such influence were invoked there was 
generally a quick end to the trouble. 


Medical Charities, 

Dr. J. A. PripHam (West Dorset) opened a discussion on 
medical charities. The position of the Medical Charities Fund 
he said, was not as satisfactory as it should be. The total 
amount collected from all sources for the medical charities 
in 1923 was £20,568, of which £8,623 went to the Royal Medical 
Benevolent Fund, a further £3,774 by way of the Fund Guild, 
and £8,171 to Epsom College. Of this sum £3,5C0 was collected 
by the British Medical Association in some way or other. How 
could this sum be .increased? The first fault was a lack of 
publicity. He himself had never heard about medical charities 
until the British Medical Association took the question up. 
Before tackling publicity, however, organization must be looked 
to, and at present the organization was rather chaotic. He did 
not think that co-operation between the British Medical Asso- 
ciation Charities Committee and the medical charities them- 
selves was yet as complete as it might be. There should be 
someone at headquarters who was responsible for co-ordinating 
the information about charities, and a card index of the whole 
profession in respect to charitable contributions should be main- 
tained. In the Divisions—to go to the periphery—the charit 
secretaries ought to be keen young men; if possible, the wor 
might be taken on by the Divisional secretary himself. Such 
secretary should be supplied with lists of members, and there 
sheuld be sent to him from the head office a statement as 
to how his members were subscribing, so that there could be 
a concentration of effort on those not subscribing. It should 
be decided in what way members might be encouraged to 
pay their subscriptions, and the bank order form should be 
encouraged. The Council might consider the addition of a 
footnote about charities to the form sent to members reminding 
them of their subscriptions. A minimum for charity might 
be stated—for example, a guinea for a member making £500 
a year, and two guineas for a member making £1,000. A 
healthy rivalry between the various Divisions in this matter 
might be promoted. If these and other suggestions were put 
in practice, charities might cease to be a source of reproach. 

The Menpican Secrerary confessed that he felt that the 
Association had not really tackled this job as it should be 
tackled. Complete harmony existed between the Association 
and the Royal Medical Benevolent Fund and Epsom College, 
and the Association had representatives on both executives. 
But there was room for more co-operation in the way _of 
getting information, and this he intended to bring about. The 
Association had not got to the bottom of this problem yet, 
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nor had it yet touched the hearts of its members as effectively as 
it should do. There was need for a ‘‘ move on.” No Division 
could say that its members as a whole were subscribing 
roperly to the fund. He concluded with a personal appeal. 
n two or three years’ time he must leave his job. He was 
very proud of some of the work which he had been enabled 
to do, but he wanted, by the time he left, to feel that thi. 
charity business had been put on a proper basis, and if those 
present felt any regard for him he hoped it would be mani- 
fested in their co-operation to make this thing a big success. 

Dr. C. F. T. Scorr advised members to make use of the 
Medical Insurance Agency, which supported the professional 
charities, but after the eloquent appeal of Dr. Cox he felt that 
this was not enough for members to do, arid that a regular 
annual subscription to charities should be paid. Dr. Poorer 
(Chesterfield) described how he had undertaken the charities 
propaganda in his Division, and the result of his first appeal 
was to increase the amount donated by 50 per cent. 

The CHarrMAN, in closing the discussion, said that he was 
very glad that Dr. Pridham was to be a member of the 
Charities Committee. He suggested that the secretaries should 
take home the documents which had been distributed and 
carefully study them. 


CONFERENCE OF SPA PRACTITIONERS GROUP. 


THe annual conference of the Spa Practitioners Group 
was held at Manchester University on July 24th, during the 
Annual Meeting of the Association. Dr. G. I. K. Prince 
(Harrogate) was in the chair. 


The report of the work of the Group, read by the secretary. 
Dr. G. C. ANDERSON, stated that no meeting of the Group 
Committee had been held during the past session for various 
reasons, principally owing to the fact that no further informa- 
tion had been received from the British Spa Federation as 
to the scheme for spa treatment for insured persons, on which 
the Group Committee had already expressed its opinion as to its 
various medical aspects. No question having arisen for con- 
sideration by the Group Committee other than the question 
of the definition of spa treatment referred to the committee 
by the last Representative Meeting, it had not heen thought 
necessary to hold a meeting of the committee during the past 
session. 

Dr. J. B. Burt agreed that the Group could not do very 
much until the British Spa Federation made a move. Dr. 
ANDERSON also said that little could be done until the friendly 
societies brought forward their proposals; at present their 
attention was concentrated on collecting funds from the Red 
Cross organization and other sources. 

On the motion of Dr. Sorty, it was agreed to instruct the 
committee to go into the question of approaching the Red 
Cross Society, which was pledged to spend money in furtherance 
of the scheme, with a view to combined action. 

The CuarrMan said that the Representative Body had rejected 
an amendment to refer to the Spa Practitioners Group for 
their consideration para. 54 of the Annual Report of Council 
with regard to the association of practitioners with institutions 
for treatment by physio-therapentic and electrical metheds. 
He thought this was a matter which might well be considered 
by the committee, for one of the reasons why the Group was 
formed was to have a mouthpiece in the Association for the 
opinion of spa practititioners on ethical and medico-political 
matters which had a special relation to spas. 

Dr. Sorry said that he was the representative who had 
moved the amendment; its rejection might have heen due to 

r advocacy. He was much disappointed that it had not 
een accepted, for it concerned a matter of importance, on 
which -spa practitioners had special experience, 

Dr. ANDERSON pointed out that the matter had a relation 
to the whole profession, for there were physio-therapeutic 
centres independent of spas. and the question had to be viewed 
in its broad aspect. 

A brief discussion then arose on the definition of spa treat- 
ment. Dr. Grorrrey Homes said that he was not present 
at the last annual meeting. but he started a correspondence on 
the subject in the Britieh Medical Journal on June 22nd last 
(p- 1141). This was replied to by Dr. Collis Hallowes. who 

id not make any attempt to improve on the definition sug- 
ested by the speaker. He had nothing to add to what was 
n his letter, and submitted his definition to the meeting for 

r. Sorry pointed out that to stigmatize a definition as 
cumbrous did not thereby stamp it as devoid of value. 

On the suggestion of the CHarmman, those present agreed 
to ponder possible definitions and come with ideas to the next 
meeting. Meanwhile it was felt that Dr. Holmes’s definition 
should go forward to the committee.

Here were liquids in the form 
of invisible smoke. ointments of snow-like cream which melted 
without soiling the clothing. drugs in standardized quantitig 
cunningly incorporated into milk chocolate. and drop flavons 
giving to medicine something of the sparkle of wine. and if 
not its taste. at least taking away the disagreeable taste of the 
draught. There were also teaspoonfuls of castor oil concep. 
trated in the form of tiny palatinoids. each representing the 
unsaponifiable fraction, and having a high vitamin value. 
Truly the name of Oppenheimer cught to be blessed in the 
nursery. 

Another stand hereabouts was deveted to abdominal supports, 
The camp supports distributed by Campoirette Limited (25, 
Regent Street. W.1) prove that the apostles of lightness and 
simplicity in other fields have also been at work in the domain 
of the corset and the truss. The supports shown had no heavy 
appearance. and instead of the lacings er straps or buckles 
commonly necessary, a single movement—a_ pull—sufficed te 
bring the garment into place. They were adapted to many and 
various conditions. including maternity and post-operative 
requirements. conditions of hernia and prolapse, and other 
corrective uses. 

Once again a stand was devoted to the sole exhibition of 
antiphlogistine, the well-known antiseptic poultice for use in 
inflammaiery and congested conditions. It is composed of 
fine clay dried and powdered. with glycerin. compounds ef 
iodine, minute quantities of boric salicylic acid. and 
certain emollient oils. 

Finally. in this section of the Exhibition. the Wanchester 
Guardian, whose admirable accounts of the Annual Meeting 
deserve a word of praise, was represented. 

Several stands devoted to the equipment of the operating 
theatre were to be found in close proximity in this quarter 
of the Exhibition.

As I have said, this 1920 
scale was whittled down by the 1923 scale, and to gain agree- 
ment very much lower commencing salaries were fixed in 1925. 
Now we have come down again, with apparently the only 
guardians of our rights, the British Medical Association and 
the Society of Medical Officers of Health, both represented at 
the joint conference. 

Is not the stronger policy to frame our scale, which, in m 
opinion, should stand as in 1923, and continue to fight dow 
opposition? The British Dental Association has its scale o 
commencing salaries for whole-time school dental appointments. 
They have even prescribed a scale. This has been im existence 
for years, and has never been altered. I recently brought a 
dental appointment forward, obtained the full scale salary, 
and the scale of emoluments of increase according to this 
scale for the next four years. Why, with their mueh greater 
power and influence can our associations not do the same? Jt 
is surely not too late to rectify this great surrender te those 
influences which fought us but were defeated on practically 
every occasion. I submit that there is no demand for peace 
at such a price.—l am, etce.,

Doctors and Road Accidents. 

Srr,—In the Supplement of July 27th I notice the repert of 
a discussion on the subject of doctors and road accidents. 
Practising in a district intersected by a main road leading 
to the sea, I can claim many experiences of attending road 
accidents, and one summer my firm received eight consecutive 
calls, with only two fees paid in all. On the other hand, my 
partner once attended a gentleman injured in a crash, took 
him for a night to a local hotel, and next day found him gone. 
He left a blank cheque behind, which was duly honoured ! 

But my reason for writing is to quote from a solicitor’s letter 
in answer to our account for services rendered. He wrote : 

1. ‘My client repudiates liability, and points out he has no 
recollection of the alleged attendance.” 

2. “* If De. did arrive on the scene of the accident, I have 
no doubt he rendered what assistance he could, like any other 
person would do in the circumstances.” 

3. ‘If my client. received any help, he was, and is, teful to 
those who helped him, but the doetor did not ask for his fee 
at the time, or expect to be paid for what he did.” 

This solicitor suggests work without payment on grounds of 
humanity; but though most doctors have the real pleasure of 
doing work gratuitously for those unable to pay, I object to 
his dictation. In the end (after tearing up a furious letter 
which relieved my feelings) f waived my claim, and contented 
myself with ‘‘ trusting his client, in any future accident, would 
not meet a doctor who presented his bill on the spot.”” But 
perhaps I ought to do so next time !—TI am, ete.,
